ORME’S TRANSFER 


( By United Press.) 
London, Dec. 19.— Otto Silvester, 
an American, form er rough-rider in 
Buffalo Bill’* 
shows, 
and 
British 
veteran of more than fifteen y ears’ 
service was registered here today 
as an alien despite his heroic 
ser- 
viee in three wars. 
The same court 
th at ordered the American adven­ 
turer to register al»o held him to be 
re-examined for military service. 
Silvester suffered 
three 
serious 
wounds, numerous 
minor 
injuries 
and tem porary blindness while fight­ 
ing on the W estern front. 
A fter be­ 
ing wounded in the head at 
La 
Basse he spent many weeks in 
a 
hospital but was discharged in time 
to go into action at Neuve Ohapelle. 
In a battle there the form er cowboy 
was hit in the right ‘aim 
and 
left 
shroulder and blinded by an explo­ 
sion. 


Discharged and sent back to E n g ­ 
land Silvester recovered 
his 
sight 
and gradually regained his strength 
sufficiently to work on munitions in 
one of the big plants some distance 
fi'om London. 
But a fellow 
work-, 
man, became suspicions of the cx- 
soldier and asked the 
authorities 
w hy lie was not 
registered 
as 
an 
alien. 
Silvester was promptly sum ­ 
moned. 
\ 


Silvester’s daring 
exploits 
re ­ 
corded to his credit in the annals 
of the \\e s te in Front scarcely 
ex­ 
ceed his achievements 
during 
the 
South African W ar. 
It was Silves­ 
ter, who carried the dispatch that 
meant life or death, from beleaguer­ 
ed Ladysmith to General Bailor at 
( d e n se. 
And, riding with the head 
of the relief column, the same Yank 
was one of the 
first to re-enter the 
tonn. 
During the same campaign 
he was wounded in the 
fighting 
at 
Nicholson’s Xek but he 
still 
had 
enough scrap ¡n his makeup to go 
through a number of desperate bat- 
tlcs on the Indian Frontier.

some of which might be wasted if 
not fed, hut 
the

of pastures 
which could not be employed p ro ­ 
fitably in 
any 
other 
way. 
Live 
stock 
also 
afford 
a ready home 
m arket 
for certain 
other 
crops, 
which at times 
would 
have to be 
hauled considerable distances to be 
sold. 
Finally, the presence of live 
stock on the farm gives productive 
employment throughout tKb y e a r ¿0 
labor which 
a t 
certain 
seasons 
might 
otherwise 
he 
idle. 
Live 
stock also gives some interest 
on 
capital invested on equipment which 
would produce nothing if not utili­ 
sed at all seasons. 
The fertilizing 
value of m anure also m ust be con­ 
sidered. 
W hen these factors 
are 
taken 
into 
consideration, 
even 
though there appears to be little or 
no profit as shown by cost figures, 
it is believed th at in m ost instances 
the farm income is g reater because 
of cattle having been kept on the 
farm. 
The keeping 
of live stock, 
therefore, is to be recommended on 
farm s having 
large 
quantities 
of 
cheap roughage available or having 
land which can be best utilized as 
pasture. 


The figures of costs cited by the 
investigators are 
purely 
averages 
based on actual farm s and herds in­ 
vestigated.
